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After raoro tlian 10o international rojectioni} of liiy first book, v/iliiout a sin,';le 
advers(^cor.ii.ient and in the ^fee of in-house opinions tliat it v/ould be a best seller 
in several instances, ^ bee; .me a publisher and published it ciyself* ^liis put a curse on 
i;ie v/ith publishers. 1 be{;an uihh axi a^ont for other bof.'lcs, lost my agent v/hen ^ got 
int^igrentecj in the assassination, and the next six would not touch thc3 subject. So, ^ 
have no agent and no publirdi r. And I v/ent to the"^s^3 ho^ital for the first of my medi- 
cal problems of more recent years as soon as ^ had Post Ilortem ready for the i^rinter. 
•Publishing siiice then lias been a pliysical impossibility for me.

have V/rone:/^and it was liis idea, retyped liEVEll AGAIN ! on his computer as I sent 
Iriju ch'-.pters of the rough draft. He sent a copy to Gallen and a copy to >Ve. Tliere came 
a time when ^lien said he'd publish itm with C G, and tliat he'd give me a small ad- 
vance. '‘hiile the small advance is subject to other interpretations, 1 assumod it indicated 
tliat he anticipated extra expenses and I could anticipate some. I told him from him I 
needed no contract and tliat I did not need the advance. 

He had the complete book early in 1995* could have been published before SHiisH 
Posner's but it wasn't. V/heri I asked when it would be published he said tliis September. 

But then about the time 0raz5y//^ary -^ivingstone * s manuscript for liis killing of the 
truth was due ^ s;toppGd hearing from /^llen. U>\til then I had been '^sei^rig him copies of 
some of ^ferry's a’azier letters, those ^ believe tliat as G d: G's coiuisel he might want to 
know about. Not all. Only k/liat as a layman I could tliink he i.dght want to Imow. 

It was strange but there was nothing I could do about it so I accepted it and we liad 

little contacl 

Then came Posner. And tliat is where I'll resuiae iii tho morning. 

V/hen he her.rd I was doing* the Posner book he phoned and said ho was interested. 

After we spoke very brief Ih ho put Herman Graf, u>hose office is separate but on the same

floor, on the phone. V/e agreed on fastest possible publication, alien said he'd liave 
to ediu it after I said 1 liad onljj the rough draft and would be getting it retyped. He 
also s:.dd tliey would do the retyping, to send them the rougli draft. I agreed to the 
editing because I was av/are it was necessary, especially for unnecessary rep62ition.

size of my booic.s and the complexity of the information in them, I liave 
never liad the time to sit dov/n and outline them. Tliat could take about as lorv^ as my 
writin.rv of them. I tldjik and tlien I v;rite. I liad wliat ^ had titled Hoaxli t he Gerald Posner / 
Ra ndom House/ CIA JM A s:-.assjj iatio n Exploi tation complied tv/o months after the book was 
out and i did not be^in writinc it ri(^hv. away, ^t is of about 200,000 words, /dter I 
finished the draft L v/ent back and added a few insertions. 

V/ith a publisher I could afford to get a pro to do the retyping. But if they could 
do it, tliat would bo easier for me, so was glad to''^cept tliat. (it lias yet to be com- 
pleted. ) 

They did no editing. They just eliiidnated far by most "eSir entix’ely. knd in tliat 

chfinged the cliaracter of the book. Hone of tliis was ever discuseod with me. I can under- 

stajid ill ^allen*s liidLng for ^ase Oyenj l as the title 'but I also note it eliminates the

cuts. 

It was some time before the reaping began. Gallen pub a fine v/oman who had never ^ 
touched a computer to work on it and it was as frightful a mess as you can imagine. I 
read and corrected it rajiidly and when some time passed and I got no more I phoned him 
to ask for it. I spoke to his son. never called back. The book he published is the 
first six or sevep( clr.ipters tluit I sent him, v/liat I ha.d done at the time v/e spoke, and 
as I recall two obhev cliapters of those I sent later. There are about clripters in the 
draft. 

In addressing wliat Posner wrote to convict Osoald, and in addressing it the 

official evidence only, the book I vrrote was also a ^cond book, one tliat from the 
official eviilencoonly acquitted or exculpated Oswald. Tliat is part of wliat was eliminated. 
And that is a boeik for wliich there not only is a market but is one the record for liistory 
should liave. 

V/hen I was sent the retyping of wliat was used I was not told tliat is all but the 
brief note Gallon hafl with it did say tlunt although not in those wofds did not take it 
tliat v/ay. I au'aited the rest tha!: never came. Th(Wl got proofs and ^ was shocked. The 
coi^otions £ had made in the typescript were largely ignored, there was no table of

comtents, there are two different subtitl^ and there also is no index. There is hardly 
a more effective v/ay of discoui’aging* any reviews or any serious attnetion. ^n re‘^j:^ining . 
the proofs, and I v/as given only over a v/eekend, ^ inist^’d .tliat there be conclusions, 
tho5e lia.d v/ritten for tlie longer book then being inappropriate, and I sent them express 
: ail the next day. They v/ere cut lieavily and the book lias a dozen blank pages at the end I 

"^his is incoraprehensibl.c to me, all of it. It can be intei*preted as their believing 
tliat a shorter book could do Posner in and sell for less but that does not explain either 
the incredibly sloppy and amateurish job professionls did or tht ss± total silence. 
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On NiT'/lilil AGAUTl tli<j fine editor vfas removed from it and an outside editor was hired, 
’/did ag-ee on clian^^es in Ms editinc;, v/Mcli consisted largely of rc^storing gross and 
unnecessary cuiting. The original editor v/as Mgh on the book and wanted imniediate pub- 
lication. He vras ignored and is silent to keep Ms job. 

All of the content v/as*. agreed on a very ]/ng time ago except for an Afters-/ ord I wrote 
on nev/ evidence tliat 1 believe is or can be imporfa'^t to you and is of exceptional im- 
portance in the case and for the record, ^t is somotMng tiiat if you can use it in court 
and gets attention can brealc the whole thing open. 

The actual situation is such tliat I’ve asked a number of times for copies of any 
announcoments of the book ^ase Ope n they iifade to include in my mail toidvertise it 
v/ithout success. Yesterday that v/ould have been a dozen or raore. Over the mont^ many 
people could have been told of the book s coming and of its abearance. 1 could no t 
‘Take the time to write all tliose who va-ite me and was unwilling to \/hen they would not 
dven^end copies of any annoucement that they made in tli:.- trade and to the trade press. 

All of ttty/^led me to write i^llen as - did ago asldLng for Ms assiu.’ances 

that the booi.' would appear as promised in September and tliat it would be tr^ted as books 
normally are, with the text long ago agreed to and with a table of contents, an indecl and 
the pictui’es indicated. 

In using wliat JAtlA did as a skeleton to flesh out I did, effectively, destroy the 
official mythology and JAIIA’s integrity with it. 

It lias liad two full peer reviews, the best there can be, ti^o professionla Mstorians 
who are also subject experts, Dave VJrone and locally Gerald McKnight. Mc^Mght is in fact 
using a chapter or more in Ms teching. ^s been for a year. Tliat book could liave been 
out without any unusual effort well bdfove Posners. Tliat could and v/ould with attention 
lia.ve made an enormous difference. 

I believe there is notMng unusual in wliat I ask, normal ssurances. I do not have 
bhera. This and the overall situation is v/hy I feel I should not give you a copy of the 
mansu£cript. Much as I'd lilce to! But of course I do repeat you are welcome to read it 
Jiere and to use any of the content as your own work ant^ the documentatiion. I^ have 
tliat filed v/ith the r^§a~rough draft of each chapter. gues^ the book ^ about 250,000 
words l(Mg» V/rone retyped it on Ms computer, the draft, tliat is. If ICizzia wants an 
opiMon itn on it his home phone is 715/344-014^8. Tliat V/rone is a dear fr/ind v/ill hot 
lead Mm not to be trutliful. The s-.me is true of ^VbMght, whoss phone is 301/473-5G39* 
Another professor, also a friend and also teaching such a course, has read most of it. 

If I do not get !:he assurances I asked of Gallen- and there is no indication of the 
book bejng prepared for September appeai-’ance - wliat I v/ould ordinarily v/ant to do is 
ii;ipossible for me at my age and in the state of my healiih. I'd get a lav/yer and if necessary- 
sue. I d*; not loaow wliat inquiry I can malce to see if there ai’e any professional groups 
tliat could get interested in the rights of a writeV'. belong to none. 




there should be a contract* He sent me one for each book airl I signed and returned both. 

Tn^fidvances uero so si.iall they can be interpreted as insulting but by then 1 had no real 

alternative. However, altlioiv;h not a lawyer, believe that a contract means tliAt an 
e-^rt will be made to comply with it according to norms if no'Ty therwise indicated and 
there is no such provision in them, of other than normal treatment. They did liave this 
tdipical book in very early 1992.* more tiian a year later I do not get assurance tliat 

is will api^ear more tlian a year and a lialf after Gallen had it. 

Wliile it is not really relevajit I add as a description of the book the belief that 
if and when it is published Specter will never again rim for any public office. 

I bo].ieve tliat if it were possible for me to sue, as it isn^t, with any attention 
tliat also could have a considerable impact if it got any attention, particularly because 
of the content of the book and its accuracy. (l note that tliis Ipng after the butchered 
-Qaso, Open is out I've heard not a word from ’^^yoner, from Random ^^use of frc.^ any lav/yer 
and althou^di 1 cannot tell you the details because they are*if, not for any reason con- 
nected with me, confidential, they liave been clialleneged with its contents and v/ere mute.) 

I am sorry, very sorry, for all of us that this situation e:d.sts but hope you 
all realize my situation is wliat indicates that I should not, at least vrithout approval 
by Gallen, give you a copy of the book. I see no reason not to give you access to some 
of its contents and aia viilling to dp tliat. do realise tliat the conditions may make 
tliat unreal for you. I hope, too, tliat you can see wliy I ask that wliat I say above 
be kept confidential is ii.iportant i o me and to publication of wliat, if it were published 
before yoLu* ti’ial, could liave, I tliiiik, a groat influence on it. 

It is time for my earljc-morning v;alldLn^rfhen I return I'll respond to ICizzia's 
letter, with copies tu both of you. I add here so I v/ill not forget there, because do 

forget rnucli to^^much, would it be effective to question Humes et al from abbook with 
documents published in 1 979 and if he thjjiks so, whtlt I suggested earlier, a professibr 
of journaiffism on standards might synergize it. 

In fairness, and recognizing tliat it may make it all sound more coinplicated, say 
that with liis short letter enclosing the contra ;ts, handrv/ritten, Gallen concluded, "You 
did a grea t .iob.(ip!s emphasis.) ^ou would have been a/ notable lav/yer in the Clarence Darrov-/ 
"V^iold." The date uar, seems inconsistent with liis obdurate silence, hooover, My.
